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Rights Protest By Minister 
Ex-Steelworker Here 
In 10th Day Of Fast

A former Lower Bucks steel­ 
worker, who quit his job at Fair­ 
less Works IO years ago to become 
a minister, today began his 10th 
day of fasting in a Media, Pa. 
prison annex. 


He is Father Clayton K. Hewett, 
a white Episcopalian, and rector 
of the Church of Atonement in 
Farrady Park, a small community 
two miles east of Swarthmore. 


Arrested April 24 


Father Hewett, 37, was arrested 
and imprisoned the night of April 
24 along with 65 to 70 civil rights 
demonstrators in Chester, most of 
whom 
are 
still imprisoned and 
awaiting bail. 


Father Hewett, who existed sole­ 
ly on juices and vitamin pills since 
the start of his fast, on Saturday 
began an extreme fast in which he 
consumes nothing. 


Here In 1952 


Originally from Providence, R.I. 
Clayton Hewett, was employed by 
a gas company in that city 12 
years ago.

Moved To Morrisville 


The Hewett family lived on Aus­ 
tin Drive for nine months, then 
moved to Hillside Ave. in Morris­ 
ville where they remained until 
June, 1954 when Hewett left Fair­ 
less 
Works 
to 
attend 
Virginia 
Theological Seminary in Alexan­ 
dria, Va. 


Mrs. Hewett, mother of six chil­ 
dren ranging in age from six 
months to 16 years, told the Cour­ 
ier - Times this morning that her 
husband, who had always wanted 
to be a clergyman, had been tutor­ 
ed privately for a year during the 
period he was working at the steel 
plant. 


Continues Studies 


Mrs. Hewett said that only she, 
her husband and the private tutors 
knew of this at the time. 


“Not even our families were told 
of it," she said. 


Father Hewett studied at the 
seminary for one year, returned to
